the advance—“ in the nineteenth century, in the 
freest Republic in the world,” the attempt “ to 
overcome the trade Despotism opposed to us,” 
should go down in defeat and death. The in¬ 
terests involved were worthier of a longer fight 
and a more stubborn resistance. 


JON A THAN B. MITCHELL. 

On Friday morning, February 10, at Phila¬ 
delphia, after a week's illness from pneumo¬ 
nia, Mr. Jonathan B. Mitchell, of the firm of 
J. B. Lippincott & Co., died at his residence 
No. 1424 Arch Street, having reached the age of 
sixty-one years. Mr. Mitchell was born in 
Philadelphia, and when quite a young man 
entered as clerk in the publishing house with 
which he soon became identified as partner. 
For thirty-five years he has been one of the 
firm, and under his charge for years was placed 
the printing-office and the bindery. He was 
himself a finished and thoroughly practical 
workman and it was found that he combined 
just the talents that were needed for the safe con¬ 
duct of this important branch of the publishing 
house, Mr. Mitchell was prominently identi- 
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fied with the management of the Centennial 
Exposition, and later was one of the leading 
spirits in the permanent Exhibition. He has 
been identified with many prominent business 
movements to advance the city’s prosperity, 
and was deeply interested in the reform move¬ 
ment in politics. Mr. Mitchell will be remem¬ 
bered as a very genial man, and one who easily 
won the affection of those about him. He 
leaves a wife and two sons. 

DANIEL SLOTE. 

Daniel Slote, well known to the trade as 
the head of the blank-book house of Daniel 
Slote & Co., and known still more widely as 
the “ Dan ” of the “ Innocents Abroad,” the 
fidus Achates of Mark Twain, in his celebrated 
pilgrimage, died in this city on Monday, Feb. 
13. Mr. Slote was for eight years a member of 
the New York Board of Education under the 
old system of ward commissioners and had 
been closely connected with the cause of edu¬ 
cation all his life. He was a member of the 
old volunteer Fire Department, and also served 
his time in the militia as a member of the old 
State Fencibles. At the time of his death he 
was a member of the St. Nicholas Society, the 
General Society of Mechanics and Tradesmen, 
the Olympic Club, the New York Yacht Club, 
the old Prospect Park Fair Ground Associa¬ 
tion, and Howard Lodge of Masons. Mr. Slote 
was for 20 years the head of the old firm of 
Slote, Woodman & Co., and in later years of 
that of Daniel Slote & Co. He married about 
15 years ago a daughter of ex-Alderman James 
Griffiths, who survives him with their two young 
children. 

WILLY WALLACH. 

Willy Wallach, for over 30 years a resi¬ 
dent of New York and one of the best known 
members of the stationery trade of this city, 
died at his residence in East 63d Street on the 
morning of Sunday, February 12, in the 61st 
year of his age. Mr. Wallach was born in 
Cassel, Germany, Nov. 25, 1821. His father 
was a farmer, and it was intended that he Should 
follow the same occupation. He prosecuted 
his studies in the Polytechnic School of Cassel, 
and when they were completed he determined 
to give up the idea of following an agricultural 
life, and instead to become a merchant. In 1848 
he came to New York as the representative of 
B. Dondorf & Co., lithographic publishers at 
Frankfort - on - the - Main, and established a 
branch house of that firm at No. 111 William St. 
In 1850 a son of the principal of the firm came 
to this country to superintend the business, and 
then Mr. Wallach established a house of his 
own at No. 43 John Street, where he remained 
24 years. His knowledge of the paper and 
stationery trade generally was extensive, in¬ 
cluding the minutest details of the business, 
and under his supervision the John Street store 
soon became the centre of the stationers’ trade 
in this city, and he rapidly became wealthy. 

In 1874 he removed to Park Row, in The 
World building. Mr. Wallach wa% in his office 
when the great fire of Jan. 31 broke out, and 
rendered much valuable service toward the 
rescue and safety of the people who were in the 
building. The day was very stormy. Upon 
returning home he was suffering greatly from 
the exposure to which he was subjected. In¬ 


flammation of the bowels resulted, ending in 
his death on Sunday last. 

Mr. Wallach added to his business energy a 
public-spirited interest in local affairs that 
made his name known outside his trade con¬ 
nections. He was one of the founders and the 
president at the time of his death of the German 
Hospital, and its success was mainly due to his 
labors and influence. He was also the first 
vice-president of the German Savings Bank. 
From 1865 to 1871 he was the president of the 
German Society. Appointed a Commissioner 
of Emigration in 1868, he held the office until 
1876. While a commissioner he was instru¬ 
mental in breaking up the “ belt gang,” which 
for a long time carried on successfully swin¬ 
dling operations among the immigrants. He 
was president of the German Dispensary, No. 
65 St. Mark’s Place, and of the Society for the 
Protection of the Poor, and President, until a 
few days ago, of the Stationers’ Board of Trade, 
which he was chiefly instrumental in founding. 

Mr. Wallach leaves a wife, one son, and three 
daughters. The business will, it is understood, 
be continued under the name of“ Willy Wal¬ 
lach.”

J. M. Bugbee, of the firm of Soule & Bugbee, 
Boston, has been confined to his residence with 
typhoid fever, but is now nearly well again.

Warwick & Son, Toronto, 
Canada, and more recently taking the same 
position for the Canada Publishing Co., of the 
same place, has disregarded the advice of the 
late Mr. Greeley, and come East, and is now in 
the stationery department of Messrs. Baker, 
Pratt & Co., of this city, where the trade will 
find him at all times happy to see them.
